NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Limitation  of  Supplies. — An  explanatory  memorandum  on  the 
Limitation  of  Supplies  (Miscellaneous)  (No.  11)  Order,  1941 
S.  R.&  O.  700),  which  came  into  force  on  June  i,  has  recently  been 
ssued  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  2d.). 

Standaxd  for  Lac. — A  British  Standard  Specification  for  lac 
B.S.  954,  1941)  has  just  been  issued  which  covers  the  form  and 
;ondition  of  the  lac,  sampling  and  tests  for  purity,  etc.  Copies  may 
36  obtained  from  the  British  Standards  Institution,  28  Victoria 
?treet,  London,  S.W.i,  price  2s.  (2s.  3d.  post  free). 

Approval  of  Trade  Prices. — The  Central  Price  Regulation 
Zommittee  has  approved  the  prices  of  manufacturers  to  wholesalers 
md  of  wholesalers  to  retailers  for  surgical  dressings  set  out  in  the 
3rice  list  issued  by  the  Surgical  Dressings  Manufacturers'  Association 
Prices  ruling  from  June  i,  1941."  The  Committee  has  also  ap- 
Droved  prices  for  the  12-oz.  and  24-oz.  sizes  of  Parozone  bleach. 

Control  of  Vitamin  A. — The  Minister  of  Food  has  made  an 
Drder,  operative  from  June  23,  prohibiting,  except  under  licence, 
the  manufacture  or  use  of  vitamin  A.  The  Order  does  not  apply  to 
manufacture  or  use  for  medicinal,  pharmaceutical  or  scientific 
3urposes.  Applications  for  licences  should  be  made  to  the  Ministry 
Df  Food,  Oils  and  Fats  Division,  Pwllycrochan  Hotel,  Colwyn  Bay. 

Deferment  of  Call-up  of  Dispensers. — It  is  understood  that 
certain  dispensers  may  have  received  in  error  Ministry  of  Labour 
Jorm  N.S.  100  upon  which  to  apply  for  deferment  of  call-up.  These 
Eorms  should  not  be  used.  The  Ministry  have  undertaken  to  send 
:he  names  of  all  svich  applicants  to  the  Central  Pharmaceutical 
War  Committee  who  will  send  them  the  form  applicable  in  their 
;ase.  Dispensers  (or  their  employers  on  their  behalf)  who  are 
leeking  deferment  of  call-up  must  apply  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Vlinistry  of  Health,  Division  i  B,  Whitehall,  London,  S.W.i,  not 
later  than  July  i. 

Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists. — The  eighteenth  annual  meeting 
of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  was  held  on  May  28,  the  president 
(Mr.  F.  B.  Royal),  in  the  chair.  The  secretary's,  treasurer's  and 
registrar's  reports  were  received  and  adopted.  The  following 
officers  were  elected:  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  H.  Wood;  Registrar,  Mr. 
F.  W.  J.  Hooper;  Auditors,  Messrs.  Phillipson  and  Greenway ; 
Council,  Misses  E.  B.  Blundell  and  E.  Hodgkinson  ;  Dr.  H.  Davis  ; 
Messrs.  H.  Berry,  J.  R.  Elliott,  R.  H.  Henriksen,  J.  Moore,  F.  B. 
Royal  and  C.  H.  Sykes,  together  with  members  elected  by  the 
Branches.  Mr.  A.  E.  Campion  resigned  the  secretaryship  and  was 
accorded  a  vote  of  thanks  for  his  services  during  the  past  five  vears. 
A  contribution  of  five  guineas  was  voted  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Benevolent  Fund.  Discussion  took  place  on  proposed 
alterations  to  rules,  and  it  was  agreed  the  Council  should  be  requested 
to  examine  the  matter  and  report  at  a  future  special  meeting. 

IRELAND 

Irish  Drug  Association. — Mr.  P.  F.  McGrath  (president)  was  in 
the  chair  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Irish  Drug  Associa- 
tion on  May  19.  A  report  on  the  conditions  and  working  hours  in 
Limerick  was  submitted,  and  it  was  agreed  that  representatives 
of  the  Association  should  meet  representatives  of  the  Chemists' 
Branch  of  the  Irish  Union  of  Distributive  Workers  and  Clerks  in 
Limerick  to  discuss  the  matter  further.  Replies  were  read  from 
various  manufacturers,  agents,  and  distributors  of  non-approved 
lines,  who  had  been  asked  to  supply  chemists  only,  should  rationing 
be  introduced.  Members  were  urged  to  stress,  to  representatives 
of  these  firms,  that  chemists  must  receive  preferential  treatment 
for  chemists'  goods.  In  response  to  a  request  by  the  Association 
to  have  a  list  compiled  setting  out  the  number  of  the  Poison  Schedule 
of  affected  items  on  the  I.D.A.  price  list,  a  letter  was  read  from  the 


Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  intimating  that, 
owing  to  very  serious  responsibilities  involved,  it  was  not  possible 
to  accede  to  this  request.  A  report  of  the  Approved  Lists  Control 
Committee  was  read  and  discussed. 

Bomb  Damage  in  Dublin. —  In  the  recent  bombings  in  Dublin 
the  well  known  pharmacy  of  Mr.  John  W.  Pattison,  M.P.S.I.,  North 
Strand,  was  completely  de.stroyed,  while  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  James 
Duggan,  M.C.P.S.I.,  Summerhill,  Dublin,  beside  which  another 
bomb  fell,  had  one  of  its  windows  shattered  by  the  force  of  the 
explosion. 

InQUest. — At  an  inquest  at  Portadown,  on  June  5,  on  Samuel 
Hewitt,  farmer,  who  died  suddenly  on  April  19,  the  certificate  of  a 
Belfast  analyst  showed  that  i-fV  gr.  of  strychnine  had  been  recovered 
from  deceased's  organs.  Mr.  Rowe,  Ph.C,  Portadown,  said  deceased, 
a  customer,  bought  gr.  x.  of  strychnine  on  December  14,  1940. 
A  verdict  was  recorded  of  death  from  poisoning  by  strychnine  taken 
accidentally. 

Irish  Chemists'  Golf. — The  annual  three-day  outing  of  the  Irish 
Chemists'  Golfing  Society  was  held  at  Baltray  Golf  Club,  co.  Loutli, 
on  May  25,  26,  and  27.  There  was  a  record  attendance.  The  winners 
received  their  prizes  at  a  dinner  on  Tuesday  evening  at  which  the 
captain  (Mr.  Michael  Costello)  presided.  The  captain  welcomed 
newcomers,  and  thanked  those  who  had  travelled  long  distances. 
He  reminded  members  that  the  ne.xt  outing  would  be  at  the  Lucan 
Golf  Club  on  July  20.  Mr.  P.  D.  Larkin,  Drogheda,  proposed  the 
health  of  the  captain,  whom  he  thanked  for  the  prize  of  a  canteen  of 
cutlery  which  he  had  put  up  for  competition.  Mr.  P.  McAuliffe 
supported.  The  toast  of  the  Baltray  Golf  Club  was  proposed  by 
Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill  (president,  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland), 
and  responded  to  by  Mr.  P.  Morgan  (captain  of  the  Club).  A  cordial 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  donors  of  the  prizes  was  passed  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  J.  J.  Roche,  seconded  by  Mr.  D.  Gillen.

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INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Barrow-in-Furness. — Prescriptions  dispensed  in  the  Insurance  Com- 
nittee's  area  in  1940  numbered  146,226  against  148,290  in  1939.  Average 
;ost  per  insured  person  was  3s.  gd. 

Glasgow. — Insured  persons  on  the  register  of  the  Burgh  Insurance 
Committee  on  January  i  numbered  490,680,  a  decrease  of  6,434  in  twelve 
nonths.  Payments  for  drugs,  etc.,  amounted  to  £60,917. 

Kent. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  the  joint 
:hemists'  hours  of  service  subcommittee  reported  that  satisfactory  rotas 
or  tlie  evening  opening  of  chemists'  shops  had  been  arranged  in  ail  parts 
)f  Kent  except  the  Bexley  area.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  phar- 
naceutical  services  subcommittee  and  the  chairman  said  it  might  be 
lecessar^-  to  take  it  to  the  Ministry. 

Walsall. — .\t  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  recently  a  firm 
)f  chemists  asked  to  be  allowed  to  discontinue  evening  dispensing  service 
>n  early  closing  day.  The  request  had  previously  been  considered  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee,  which  had  raised  no  objection.  Doctors  on 
;he  Insurance  Committee  offered  strong  opposition,  pointing  out  that  the 
var  had  taken  from  the  town  an  appreciable  number  of  medical  men, 
md  that  this  added  considerably  to  the  work  of  those  remaining.  The 
naking-up  of  prescriptions,  due  to  the  closed  chemists'  shops,  was  too  great 
I  strain.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the  pharmaceutical  services  subcommittee 
:o  review  the  subject  in  the  light  of  war-time  difficulties  and  to  report  on  a 
iuggestion  that  they  should  continue  their  evening  prescription  service 
jntil  eight  o'clock  instead  of  seven. 

Middlesex. — A  meeting  of  the  County  Pharmaceutical  Committee  on 
Vlay  21  received  the  Minister  of  Health's  approval  of  an  amendment  of 
;he  scheme  governing  the  closing  hour  of  chemists'  establishments  in 
Vliddlesex ;  the  amendment  confers  power  upon  the  hours  of  service 
iubcommittee  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  to 
/ary  the  normal  closing  hours.  Statistical  data  relating  to  prescriptions 
ssued  in  the  area  in  January  and  February  were  considered,  and  it  was 
loted  that  the  average  cost  of  ingredients  per  1,000  prescriptions  in 
January  amounted  to  £25  iis.,  and  in  February  to  £24  5s.,  increases  of 
i6-g8  per  cent,  and  44-54  per  cent,  respectively  over  pre-war  figures, 
rhe  average  dispensing  fees  per  1,000  prescriptions  in  January  amounted 
;o  £18  13s.,  and  in  February  to  £18  i8s. — 1-26  per  cent,  and  1-92  per  cent, 
respectively  above  pre-war  figures.  The  total  amount  received  by  chemists 
n  dispensing  fees  in  January,  1941,  showed  a  decrease  of  £1,876  upon 
jomparable  figures  for  January,  1940,  while  the  amount  received  in 
February,  1941,  showed  a  decrease  of  £3,584  upon  comparable  figures, 
rhe  secretary  reported  that  if,  as  a  result  of  movements  of  population 
:aused  by  the  war,  prescriptions  written  on  National  Health  Insurance 
forms  provided  by  Committees  other  than  Middlesex  were  dispensed  by 
Vliddlesex  chemists,  payment  would  normally  be  made  by  the  County 
Insurance  Committee.  The  Committee  accepted  an  offer  by  Mr.  Cross  to 
provide  facilities  in  Enfield  for  the  storage  of  any  records  or  duplicates 
jf  records  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  wished  to  safeguard 
against  possible  destruction  by  enemy  action.

May,  Roberts  (Ireland),  Ltd. — Net  profit  for  the  year  ended  January 
3  was  £20,459,  against  £26,149.  £6,000  has  been  placed  to  reserve  for 
contingencies  (against  £5,000),  and  a  dividend  on  ordinary  15  per  cent 
has  been  declared  (as  last  year),  leaving  £1,360  (against  £7,566)  to  be 
carried  forward. 

Unichem,  Ltd. — The  second  annual  meeting  of  the  companv  and  of  the 
Unichem  Association  was  held  in  London  on  May  28.  The  chairman 
(Mr.  D.  A.  Rees,  Ph.C.)  presented  the  annual  report,  which  covered  the  first 
full  year's  business.  The  deficit  on  the  first  year's  trading  had  been  wiped 
out,  and  after  placing  £200  to  income-tax  reserve  and  a  small  sum  to  a 
special  reserve  for  a  national  advertising  fund,  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent, 
was  declared,  leaving  a  small  balance  to  carry  forward.  The  two  retiring 
directors,  Messrs.  F.  Cherry,  Ph.C,  Walton-on-Thames,  and  J.  Lavvson 
Wrathall,  M.P.S.,  Beckenham,  were  re-elected.  Membership  of  the 
Association,  which  stood  at  100  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  had  now  reached 
150,  and  the  Board  had  decided  that,  in  view  of  present  difficulties  of  supply 
and  delivery,  no  further  full  members  could  be  accepted  for  the  time  being. 
A  modified  form  of  membership  would  be  available,  and  those  joining  on 
this  basis  would  have  territory  reserved  to  them  and  the  first  option  of  full 
membership  later.  Mr.  J.  S.  Walmsley  (organising  secretary  of  the 
Association)  explained  how  the  Association  was  assisting  members. 
Purchase  economies  had  been  such  that  in  certain  cases  the  Customs 
and  Excise  authorities  required  purchase  ta.x  to  be  charged  at  more  than 
invoice  price.  In  addition  to  a  number  of  "own"  proprietary  lines  reserved 
to  members,  two  had  been  placed  on  the  open  market,  and  these  were 
both  on  the  protected  list  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  and 
on  the  Chemists'  Friends  lists.  Mr.  E.  Skues  (managing  director  of  Uni- 
chem, Ltd.)  spoke  on  the  prospects  of  the  Unichem  plan,  and  expressed  the 
view  that  the  voluntary  chain  system  was  essential  if  pharmacists  were  to 
retain  their  rightful  place  and  position  in  the  future.  By  such  a  system, 
individual  members  retained  their  independence  and  individuality  but 
co-operated  with  fellow  pharmacists  in  meeting  competition  from  multiples 
and  co-operative  societies. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Aiding  Ex-Service  Students. — The  announcement  that  the 
Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  South  Africa  have  established 
a  fund  for  assisting  students  to  complete  their  pharmaceutical 
education  on  returning  from  war  service  (p.  332)  is  evidence  that  in 
at  least  one  part  of  the  Empire  the  problem  of  the  demobilised 
Service  man  is  receiving  timely  attention.  It  is  not  too  early  to  ask 
whether  anything  is  being  done  on  similar  lines  in  Great  Britain.  As 
was  pointed  out  in  the  historical  account  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  published  in  your  issue  of  April  12,  the  War  Auxiliary 
Benevolent  Fund  started  by  the  Council  of  the  Society  in  1918  was 
taken  up  with  enthusiasm,  the  total  subscribed  exceeding  the  general 
expectation.  That  fund  was  of  value  in  tiding  many  an  ex-Service 
student  over  a  difficulty,  and  in  particular  over  the  kind  of  difficulty 
caused  hy  delay  in  the  issue  of  Government  grants.  There  is  reason 
to  fear  that  an  appeal  of  the  kind  launched  on  behalf  of  men  who  will 
be  demobilised  at  the  end  of  the  present  war  would  fail  to  realise  a 
similar  sum.  In  the  first  place,  the  trade,  wholesale  and  retail,  is 
already  subscribing  to  the  two  funds  inaugurated  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  theNational  Pharmaceutical  Union  respectively 
and  these  funds  are  allotted  to  other  purposes.  In  the  second  place, 
income  tax  in  1918-19  was  6s.  in  the  £;  it  is  now  los.  in  the  £.  We 
cannot  suppose,  however,  that  the  needs  of  returning  members  of 
the  Forces  will  be  much  less  than  those  of  the  heroes  of  1918-19,  nor 
dare  we  hope  that  Government  grants,  if  available,  will  be  all  that 
will  be  required  to  enable  students  of  this  type  to  qualify  without 
anxiety  as  to  food,  rent  and  clothing.  I  trust  that  some  appropriate 
body  is  already  giving  this  problem  practical  consideration. 

Pills  and  Their  Excipients. — The  paper  of  Mr.  D.  H.  O.  Gemmell 
(p.  336)  on  experiments  made  with  three  pill-masses  is  of  value  both 
from  a  pharmaceutical  and  from  a  therapeutical  standpoint. 
Chemists  who  keep  up  the  old  tradition  of  making  stock  pills  in  the 
pharmacy  might  do  worse  than  use  the  author's  commendation  of 
recently  made  "pharmacy"  pills  by  way  of  advertisement.  The 
therapeutical  importance  of  the  findings  lies  in  the  evidence  of 
variation  in  the  quantity  of  active  ingredients  present  in  the  pills,  a 


variation  depending  on  the  amount  of  excipient  used.  This,  though 
not  serious  in  the  instances  given,  might  become  serious  in  easily 
defined  cases.  Large  or  small,  such  variation  is  unscientific  and  calls 
for  attention.  The  fact  that  in  the  author's  experiments  aloes  pills, 
B.P.,  made  according  to  formula  were  "rather  soft"  is  calculated  to 
make  an  experienced  dispenser  shudder,  aloes  pills  being  notorious 
for  their  tendency  to  flatten.  In  the  other  two  kinds  of  pill  tried, 
the  aloes  is  to  a  great  extent  "covered"  by  the  other  ingredients. 
But  one  aim  of  a  good  pill-maker  is  to  get  his  finished  product  as 
hard  as  is  conveniently  possible,  so  as  to  obviate  flattening ;  and  to 
this  end  liquid  glucose  alone  is  generally  found  preferable  to  syrup 
of  glucose.  Where  aloes  is  the  main  ingredient  a  "spot"  of  90-per- 
cent, alcohol  added  at  a  late  stage  of  the  massing  is  of  service. 

Education  and  Status. — "Improver"  pleads  earnestly  (p.  344) 
for  "a  higher  professional  moral  standard"  in  pharmacy,  and  I  am 
far  from  deprecating  such  aspirations.  But  is  he  sure  what  he  means 
by  the  "almost  inexplicable"  and  "probably  moral"  difference 
between  brains  and  intelligence  ?  The  late  Sir  Herbert  Beerbohm 
Tree  once  caustically  remarked  of  a  fellow  actor  that  he  ought  to 
have  been  a  policeman,  as  he  had  plenty  of  intelligence  but  no 
brains.  There  the  two  terms  were  used,  it  will  be  noticed,  in  opposite 
senses  to  those  of  "Improver."  Further,  your  correspondent  is  of 
opinion  that  "lack  of  combination  is  the  downfall  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical profession."  So  we  have  to  decide,  apparently,  whether 
better  combination  or  a  higher  professional  moral  standard  shall 
come  first  in  our  programme  of  reform.  E.xperience  shows  that 
pharmacists  in  retail  business  seldom  leave  large  estates  at  death ; 
but  if,  in  winding  up  their  affairs,  they  can  look  back  on  useful  lives, 
the  size  of  their  estates  would  seem  to  be  of  little  or  no  importance. 
Sir  Thomas  Browne,  in  "  Religio  Medici,"  was  of  a  similar  opinion: 
"It  is  a  most  unjust  ambition  to  desire  to  engross  the  mercies  of 
the  Almighty ;  not  to  be  content  with  the  goods  of  the  mind,  without 
a  possession  of  those  of  body  or  fortune  :  and  it  is  an  error  worse  than 
heresy,  to  adore  these  complimental  and  circumstantial  pieces  of 

felicity.  ..."  Xroyser 
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WAR-TIME  COSMETIC  FORMULAS 


VIII. — Suntau  and  Sunburn  Cosmetics 

SuNTAN  and  sunburn  preparations  form  an  important  group  of 
summer  cosmetics  and  can  be  conveniently  divided  into  three 
classes:  (i)  Those  designed  to  prevent  sunburn  and  promote  a 
tanning  of  the  skin;  (2)  those  which  produce  an  artificial  tan; 
(3)  those  used  for  the  alleviation  of  the  inflammation  and  discomfort 
which  follow  lengthy  exposure  to  the  sun. 

Action  of  Sunlight. — Individuals  vary  considerably  in  their 
response  to  the  sun's  rays,  and  it  is  generally  accepted  that  red- 
haired  persons  exhibit  the  greatest  sensitivity,  those  with  fair  hair 
are  the  next  in  order  and  dark-haired  people  show  the  least  sensitivity 
of  all.  The  reactions  following  excessive  exposure  to  sunlight 
include  painful  erythema,  often  followed  by  blistering,  headaches, 
sickness,  giddiness,  and  pyrexia.  It  has  been  shown  that  the 
erythema-producing  rays  of  sunlight  are  in  the  ultra-violet  regions 
□f  the  spectrum,  and  that  severe  sun  burns  are  produced  by  rays 
within  a  narrow  wavelength.  Studies  have  indicated  that  the 
greatest  erythema  response  follows  exposure  to  light  with  a  wave- 
length of  2,970  Angstrom  units.  Since  light  of  a  wavelength 
shorter  than  2,900  A.U.  does  not  reach  the  earth — being  absorbed 
by  the  atmosphere — the  complete  action  of  the  spectrum  extends 
from  2,900  A.U.  to  about  3,200  A.U.  The  degree  of  sunburn  pro- 
duced on  the  skin  depends  entirely  on  the  intensity  of  light,  although 
the  erythema  may  develop  more  rapidly  in  higher  temperatures. 
Erythema  or  reddening  of  the  skin  usually  appears  a  few  hours  after 
exposure  to  the  sun,  and  is  later  followed  by  pigmentation.  Sunlight 
oi  sufficient  strength  is  believed  to  injure  certain  skin  cells  (prickle 
L;ells),  which  slowly  liberate  histamine  or  a  histamine-like  sub.stance, 
which  is  responsible  for  the  production  of  erythema  and  other 
symptoms  of  sunburn.  The  pigmentation  mechanisation,  i.e.  the 
formation  of  melanine  granules,  is  probably  started  at  the  same  time. 
Certain  chemical  substances  are  capable  of  diminishing  the  effect 
of  sunlight  upon  the  skin,  either  by  reflecting  part  of  it,  as  in  the 
;ase  of  untreated  oils,  or  by  absorbing  the  rays.  Almo,st  complete 
protection  from  the  sun's  rays  can  be  secured  by  applying  pigments 
such  as  zinc  oxide  or  titanium  dioxide  to  the  .skin.  Substances  which 
absorb  the  burning  rays  of  sunlight,  i.e.  light  of  a  wavelength  of 
from  2,900  to  3,200  A.U.,  are  used  in  suntan  cosmetics  as  screening 
iagents.  It  is  believed  that  the  longer  the  wavelength  of  light  the 
greater  the  pigmentation  (tanning)  compared  with  the  burn.  Thus, 
preparations  intended  to  prevent  burning  but  encourage  tanning 
should  absorb  rays  at  2,967  A.U.  and  below,  but  not  above  '.000  or 
3,100  A.U.  The  formulas  given  below  are  designed  with  this  object. 

Screening  Materials. — Substances  used  as  screening  agents  are ; 
(i)  Water-sohible  : — Quinine  salts,  tannin,  aesculin,  glyceryl  mono- 
salicylate,  salts  of  naphthol,  sulphonic  acids,  umbelliferone,  salts  of 
umbelliferone,  acetic  acid.  etc. ;  (2)  Oil-soluble  : — Salicylates,  such  as 


menthyl  salicylate,  phenyl  salicylate,  phenyl  ethyl  salicylate,  balsam  ] 
of  Peru,  methyl  umbelliferone,  etc.  A  certain  amount  of  protection 

is  afforded  by  oils  and  waxy  ointments,  but  the  use  of  one  of  the  '] 

screening  agents  of  the  foregoing  groups  makes  it  possible  to  pro-  \ 

duce  several  preparations  which  are  inconspicuous  on  the  skin.   In  ; 

formulating  protective  preparations,  care  should  be  taken  that  the  i 

amount  of  screening  agent  is  not  high  enough  to  irritate  the  skin,  1 
especially  in  the  case  of  phenyl  salicylate. 

Protective  Cosmetics. —  Oils. — These  are  very  simple  to  produce,  ; 
the  screen  being  dissolved  with  heat  if  necessary  in  the  oils — mineral  ' 
or  vegetable  or  mixtures  of  them — a  trace  of  colouring  and  the  per-  i 
fume  being'added  finally.   Although  oily  preparations  are  still  very  i 
popular,  their  greasiness  and  the  difficulty  of  their  removal  with  j 
water  are  distinct  disadvantages.     Creaiin. — Perhaps   the  most 
.satisfactory  basis  for  this  class  is  a  vanishing  cream.  An  oil-soluble  ' 
screen  is  preferable  and  should  be  dissolved  in  the  melted  fats  before 
emulsification.  Cold  creams  containing  a  paraffin  base  are  also  used, 
but  they  are  considered  too  greasy  by  some  people.   Liquid  Creams.  ' 
— This  type  of  preparation  is  eminently  suitable  for  applying  a  : 
a  screen,  owing  to  their  ease  of  application  and  removal.    Liquid  1 
creams  should  be  reasonably  thick.   The  .screen  is  dissolved  in  the  ^ 
melted  fats  before  emul.sification.  The  cream  and  liquid  cream  bases  • 
used  in  these  preparations  are  made  the  same  way  as  ordinary  ; 
creams  (see  articles  2  and  3  of  this  series,  C.      D.,  February  15  and 
22).  In  perfuming  suntan  oils,  creams  and  liquid  creams,  perfumes 
to  be  avoided  on  account  of  possible  irritant  action  are  bergamot, 
rosemary,  hydroxycitronellal,  eugenol  and  derivatives.    Lavender  i 
oil  (terpeneless)  on  the  other  hand,  is  particularly  suitable.    Other  i 
suitable  perfumes  are  available  as  .specially  compounded  concen-  ~ 
trates.     Liquid  Powders. — These   are   similar   to   ordinary    liquid  : 
powders,  but  contain  a  water-soluble  screen  in  addition.   Although  ,1 
effective  in  use,  they  have  not  achieved  the  same  popularity  as  1 
other  protective  preparations. 

Artificial  Suntan. — Preparations  which  give  a  tanned  appear-  j 

ance  to  the  skin  can  be  either  lotions,  oils  or  powders.  The  ingredient  ; 

which  is  deposited  as  a  pigment  on  the  skin  often  affords  a  little  j 

protection  for  the  skin,  but  it  is  wise  to  add  a  small  amount  of  a  • 

screening  substance  as  well,  in  the  case  of  lotions  and  oils.  ' 

Sunburn  Preparations. — Among  the  products  used  for  relieving  -. 
discomfort  which  follows  sunburn  are  solutions  of  citric  or  acetic  ' 
acids   (toilet  vinegar),   zinc  sulphocarbolate,   borax,   zinc  oxide,  '■ 
calamine,  camphor,  phenol,  glycerin,  etc.  Preparations  which  possess 
only  healing  properties  are  regarded  by  some  authorities  as  of  little 
value,  on  the  grounds  that  ordinary  sunburn  heals  without  assist-  :' 
ance.    It  is,  therefore,  suggested  that  these  preparations  .should 
contain  a  compound  having  anaesthetic  properties,  such  as  propyl  ; 
aminobenzoate,  chlorbutol,  benzyl  alcohol,  etc.

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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL 
UNION 

Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and 
Chemists'  Defence  Association  were  held  at  4-5  Queen  Square,  London, 
W.C.I,  on  May  27,  Mr.  A.  Dobson  in  the  chair.  The  secretary  reported 
that  complaints  had  been  received  from  chemists  regarding  the  widespread 
sale  of  Anti-Gas  Ointment  No.  2  by  traders  other  than  chemists ;  conse- 
quently a  letter  of  protest  had  been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Home  Security. 
The  reply  received  stated  that  the  Minister  was  anxious  that  the  ointment 
should  be  distributed  as  widely  as  possible  and  he  was  not  prepared  to 
make  a  stipulation  that  it  should  be  sold  by  chemists  only.  It  was  further 
stated  that  any  shortage  of  this  preparation  was  only  of  a  temporary 
nature  and  it  was  anticipated  that  shortly  there  would  be  ample  supplies 
available  for  all  retailers.  A  letter  had  been  received  from  a  member  in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne  suggesting  that  all  pharmacies  be  enrolled  as  depots 
for  registration  of  blood  donors.  The  Executive  were  of  the  opinion  that 
the  present  time  was  not  opportune  for  the  acceptance  of  further  res- 
ponsibilities by  the  chemist  and  resolved  that  no  action  should  be  taken. 
It  was  resolved  to  contribute  the  sum  of  £5  to  the  funds  of  the  Retail 
Distributive  Trades  (Employers)  Conference.  The  N.P.U.  had  been 
represented  by  the  secretary  at  a  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Trade  recently 
convened  to  discuss  the  telescoping  of  retail  businesses.  Subsequently  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  announced  the  establishment  of  a  com- 
mittee with  the  following  terms  of  reference  : 

"To  examine  the  present  problems  of  the  retail  trade  in  goods  other 
than  food,  having  regard  both  to  the  immediate  needs  of  the  conduct 
of  the  war  and  to  the  position  after  the  war  and  to  report." 
After  giving  full  consideration  to  this  matter,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
secretary  should  be  given  authority  to  use  his  discretion  regarding  the 
inclusion  of  pharmacy  in  the  inquiry  to  be  instituted  by  this  Committee. 

Medicine  Stamp  Duty. — The  Executive  Committee  received  a  report 
that  the  Government  was  preparing  a  draft  Bill  to  replace  that  portion  of 
the  Finance  Act  which  included  the  repeal  of  medicine  stamp  duty ;  the 
Bill  would  also  incorporate  legislative  proposals  to  provide  for  the  agree- 
ment reached  between  various  sections  of  the  trade  regarding  the  sale 
of  preparations  previously  classed  as  "known,  admitted  and  approved 
remedies."  The  Executive  were  informed  that  the  Bill  would  probably 
include  provisions  for  controlling  advertising. 

Air-raid  Assistance  Fund. — A  report  dealing  with  the  N.P.U.  Air-raid 
Assistance  Fund  was  considered.  Between  March  26  and  May  22,  123 
closure  claims  had  been  received ;  of  these  74  were  settled  at  a  total 
cost  of  £880 ;  of  the  forty-nine  outstanding  claims  it  was  estimated 
that  twenty-three  would  be  settled  for  an  average  payment  of  £20 ;  the 
other  twenty-six  claims  were  in  respect  of  total  destruction  of  members' 
premises  and  each  would  probably  cost  £91  to  settle. 

War  Distress  Fund. — The  fund  on  May  21  amounted  to  £16,327; 
the  amount  then  disbursed  was  £1,147,  principally  in  maintenance  grants 
to  chemists  whose  sole  income  had  been  from  their  businesses.  Eleven 
chemists  were  at  present  receiving  weekly  grants.  They  were  mostly 
chemists  too  old  to  secure  employment  readily,  though  it  was  expected  some 
would  be  placed  in  . due  course. 

N.H.I.  Matters. — The  Executive  approved  the  appointment  of  firms 
of  accountants  to  produce  reports  from  chemists'  accounts  that  could  be 
used  to  support  the  claim  for  increased  remuneration  for  insurance  dis- 
pensing. At  least  a  month  would  have  to  elapse  before  these  reports  could 
be  prepared.  A  resolution  was  received  from  the  Yorkshire  group  of  the 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees  expressing  the  opinion  that 
employees'  wages  were  lower  than  they  should  be  because  of  the  present 
rate  of  N.H.I,  payment,  and  urging  revised  terms. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association. — The  secretary's  report  included 
details  of  claims  left  in  his  hands  and  of  others  received  since  the  April 
meeting.  The  settlements  included  one  involving  a  payment  of  £130  for 
personal  injuries  to  a  pedestrian  through  collision  with  a  cycling  errand 
hoy.  There  were  two  claims  for  damage  to  customers'  clothing  caused  by 
leaking  bottles,  and  it  was  suggested  that  chemists  should  consider  the 
advisability  of  tying-in  old  corks,  especially  if  used  for  containers  with 
oily,  acid  or  caustic  contents.  A  claim  settled  for  £11  arose  out  of  the 
alleged  presence  of  glass  particles  in  an  article  supplied :  the  member's 
premises  had  been  involved  in  enemy  action.  The  likelihood  of  glass 
contamination  of  unprotected  stock  in  such  circumstances,  it  was  urged, 
should  be  realised  and  guarded  against.  The  report  included  particulars  of 
the  first  case  in  which  proceedings  had  been  taken  against  a  member  for 
non-compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Fire  Prevention  (Business 
Premises)  Order.  A  fine  of  £5  and  costs  had  been  imposed. 

Chemists'  Friends  Council. — A  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Friends 
Council  was  held  on  May  13,  the  vice-president  (Mr.  J.  Hearle)  in  the  chair. 
The  following  additions  to  schedules  of  existing  C.F.  agreements  were 
approved :  Optrex,  Ltd.  (Optrex  ocular  syringe) ;  Moore  Medicinal 
Products,  Ltd.  (Sperol) ;  Stanning  Proprietaries,  Ltd.  (Medicrepe  self- 
adhesive  finger  strips  and  bandage).  Applications  from  three  wholesalers 
for  admission  to  the  list  of  approved  distributors  by  wholesale  of  C.F. 
goods  were  considered;  none  was  accepted  but  one  was  referred  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Scottish  C.F.  Committee.  Exell  Bros.,  Sheffield,  -who 
informed  the  Council  that  they  had  discontinued  their  wholesale  business 
owing  to  enemy  action,  tendered  their  resignation  as  members.  It  was 
resolved  that  a  letter  of  sympathy  be  sent  to  the  firm.  The  Council  was 
asked  by  three  manufacturers  to  give  approval  to  a  revised  scale  of  retail 
and  wholesale  prices  rendered  necessary  by  war  conditions.  In  two  cases 
the  necessary  approval  was  granted  but  consideration  of  the  third  was 
held  over  until  more  definite  information  had  been  received. 


WAR  GASES  AND  MEDICAL 
SUPPLIES 

The  following  precautions  to  be  taken  against  gas  contamination 
of  medical  supplies  are  given  in  a  circular  (No,  2.385)  issued  recently 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Normal  conditions  of  storage  of  medical 
and  surgical  supplies  in  suitably  warmed  and  ventilated  buildings 
should  provide  all  that  is  practicable  against  liquid  contamination. 
Additional  protection  can  also  be  obtained  from  waterproof 
sheeting,  cellulose  paper,  or  other  impermeable  material. 

Dressings. — Surgical  dressings,  cotton  wool,  bandages, '  etc., 
wrapped  in  paper,  cardboard,  or  cartons  would  not  become  con- 
taminated by  exposure  to  vapour,  providing  the  wrappings  are 
undamaged.  Traces  of  vapour  can,  if  necessary,  be  removed  from 
such  materials  by  opening  them  out  and  airing  for  an  hour  or  so 
in  a  clean,  well-ventilated  warm  atmosphere.  Sterilisation  might 
be  undertaken  where  the  means  are  available.  If  contaminated  by 
liquid  it  is  extremely  doubtful  whether  any  decontamination 
treatment  would  be  satisfactory  and  destruction  by  burning  may 
be  unavoidable. 

Medicines  in  Metal  Containers. — If  adequately  sealed  no  con- 
tamination of  the  contents  can  occur.  If  contaminated  by  liquid  the 
containers  should  be  decontaminated  by  repeated  swabbing  with 
solvent  such  as  paraffin,  petrol,  etc.,  and  airing;  the  corks,  etc., 
unless  protected  by  metal  or  other  seal,  should  be  destroyed  and 
replaced  by  new  ones. 

Rubber  Materials. — As  regards  surgeons'  aprons,  waterproof 
sheeting,  hot  water  bottles,  etc.,  vapour  contamination  will  not 
generally  be  serious  and  could  be  removed  by  airing.  If  con- 
taminated by  liquid,  decontamination  by  immersion  in  boiling 
water  for  a  period  of  one  to  three  hours,  depending  on  the  thickness 
of  the  rubber,  would  be  essential.  On  the  other  hand,  gum  elastic 
catheters  are  unlikely  to  stand  boiling,  and  if  contaminated  by 
liquid  should  be  destroyed.  Covering  to  prevent  such  contamination 
is,  therefore,  most  desirable.  Thin  rubber  drain  sheeting  and  thin 
rubber  gloves  which  had  been  subjected  to  a  lengthy  period  of 
droplet  contamination  were  undamaged  by  immersion  in  boiling 
water  for  thirty  minutes.  After  being  allowed  to  dry,  physiological 
tests  showed  that  the  boiling  had  effected  complete  decontamination. 

Furniture  and  Instruments. — The  decontamination  treatment 
for  furniture,  bedding,  etc.,  is  detailed  in  .\.R.P.  handbook  No.  4. 
In  the  case  of  bedding  in  general  and  mattresses  in  particular, 
treatment  in  a  steam  disinfector  is  the  only  practical  process. 
Depending  on  their  nature,  metal  instruments  and  utensils  can  be 
decontaminated  by  immersion  for  thirty  minutes  in  boiling  water 
or  repeated  swabbing  with  solvent.

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MEDICINAL  HERBS  iN  WAR  TIME 

E  Minister  of  Health  recently  appointed  an  expert  committee  to  review- 
present  and  future  requirements  of  vegetable  drugs  in  the  light  of 
pire  consumption  and  trade,  and  facilities  for  cultivation  within  the 
ipire ;  to  consider  the  steps  which  should  be  taken  to  secure  organisa- 
d  of  cultivation  and  collection  ;  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
lister.  The  Committee  has  now  presented  an  interim  report  and  recom- 
ndations.  The  report  differentiates  between  two  groups  of  drugs — a 
ng-term"  and  a  "short-term"  group.  The  following  are  extracts: — 
t  is  unlikely  that  any  long-term  policy  will  materially  affect  the  supply 
hese  drugs  during  the  present  emergency.  One  of  the  primary  essentials 
a  long-term  policy  is  an  assured  and  steady  market  and  remunerative 
ces'  for  the  producers,  particularly  in  respect  of  drugs  requiring  many 
irs  of  experimental  cultivation  and  considerable  financial  outlay  before 
ular  supplies  can  be  available.  The  present  economic  and  political 
iditions  and  the  impossibility  of  knowing  or  forecasting  the  economic 
cumstances  and  political  considerations  that  may  operate  at  the  end 
the  war  make  it  impracticable  at  the  moment  to  formulate  any  proposals 
Giving  such  questions.  The  Committee  strongly  recommends  that  the 
ition  should  be  further  considered  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  war. 

In  regard  to  the  short-term  group  the  position  is  quite  different, 
pplies  can  be  rapidly  created  and  producers  can  recoup  themselves 
quately  during  the  war.  So  far  as  production  in  the  United  Kingdom 
loncemed  it  is  suggested  that  H.M.  Government  might  appropriately 
I'sider  the  possibility  of  safeguarding  the  position  of  persons  who  have 
dertaken  the  cultivation  of  drugs  in  the  same  way  as  is  being  done 
other  forms  of  agriculture.

India  Offices.  A  subcommittee  has  been  set  up  to  act  as  a  clearing  centre 
for  information  and  advice.

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Expert  Opinion  on  Drug  Production 

E  publish  on  p.  349  of  this  issue  the  main  points  of  a  circular 
ued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  entitled  "Medicinal  Herbs  in  War 
me."  This  document  gives  details  of  an  interim  report  and 
pommendations  of  an  expert  committee  appointed  by  the  Ministry 
review  the  present  and  future  requirements  of  vegetable  drugs 
the  light  of  Empire  consumption  and  trade,  etc.  There  is,  it  is 
gretted,  very  little  new  and  of  practical  use  in  the  report.  Very 
jnilar  statements  on  the  well-known  difficulties  of  cultivation, 
Uection  and  drying  of  crude  drugs  in  this  country  have  been  made 
many  times  previously  that  the  reading  of  this  latest  effusion 
wishful  thinking  becomes  wearying  and  not  a  little  irritating, 
owever,  the  report  has  its  bright  spots.  Under  the  title  "Produc- 
on  in  the  United  Kingdom,"  the  committee  considers  that  "  atten- 
on  should  be  concentrated"  on  certain  drugs  and  mentions, 
nongst  others,  agar,  ergot,  colchicum,  male  fern  and  liquorice  root, 
e  do  not  think  it  would  have  been  any  more  helpful  to  growers, 
oducers  or  gatherers  if  the  committee  had  indicated  how  much 
oncentrated  attention ' '  would  be  needed  to  produce  in  the 
nited  Kingdom,  say,  a  single  bale  of  agar  or  a  bag  of  ergot.  Dr.  M. 
shby  of  the  Imperial  Institute,'  writing  in  the  Institute's  Bulletin 
'ol.  XXXIX,  No.  I,  Jan.-March,  1941)  on  "War  Time  Drug 
applies  and  Empire  Production,"  when  commenting  on  liquorice 
)ot  production,  observes  "...  under  cultivation  it  is  three  or  four 
ars  before  the  roots  can  be  harvested. ' '  The  writer  makes  a  similar 
Dservation  on  the  period  that  must  elapse  before  any  appreciable 
op  of  colchicum  is  obtained.  We  are  afraid  that,  even  given  a  full 
3se  of  "concentrated  attention,"  bulk  production  in  this  country 
ergot  seems  to  be  less  than  an  outside  possibility.  The  committee 
ok  upon  this  list  of  drugs  as  coming  within  the  "short-term" 
roup,  of  which,  they  state,  "supplies  can  be  rapidly  created  and 
reducers  can  recoup  themselves  adequately  during  the  war"!! 
e  have  had  the  discretion  not  to  ask  any  of  the  growers  of  crude 
rugs  in  this  country  their  opinion  of  this  statement.  In  connexion 
ith  the  collection  of  crude  drugs  of  wild  growth,  such  as  dandelion, 
le  committee  report  they  have  enlisted  the  co-operation  of  the  Girl 
aides.  Boy  Scouts  and  Women's  Institutes. 

There  may  well  be  fair  prospects  of  establishing  the  production 
f  practically  every  vegetable  crude  drug  valuable  for  its  medicinal 
roperties  in  various  parts  of  the  British  Empire,  and  in  this  con- 
exion  we  recognise  the  sound  and  practical  work  that  has  been 
one  during  the  past  twenty  years  by  the  Imperial  Institute  in 
ondon.  It  seems  to  us  to  be  a  sheer  waste  of  time  and  quite  useless, 
owever  pressing  the  need  of  supplies  may  be,  to  suggest  that  many 
f  these  products  can  be  produced  in  bulk  quantities  in  this  country, 
ven  admitting  that  production  would  be  uneconomic.  Museum 


specimens  grown  in  botanical  gardens  serve  no  useful  purpose  in 
meeting  the  nation's  requirements.  Would  it  not  have  been  more 
to  the  purpose  if  the  Ministry's  committee  had  recognised  that, 
chiefly  for  climatic  and  soil  reasons,  the  cultivation  of  many  of 
these  products  on  a  scale  sufficient  to  meet  the  country's  peace  or 
war-time  requirements  is  not  a  practical  proposition  and  that  in 
some  instances  the  idea  is  quite  impossible,  and  direct  their  energies 
to  promoting  Empire  production  in  appropriate  climates.  We  note 
that  the  Ministry's  committee  appears  to  be  devoid  of  representatives 
of  the  growers.  Mincing  Lane,  and  similarly  experienced  quarters. 

National  Pharmaceutical  Inertia 

One  of  the  fundamental  problems  connected  with  the  future  of 
pharmacy  concerns  the  sale  of  medicinal  preparations  by  traders 
other  than  pharmacists.    Certain  items  in  the  report  of  the  recent 
Executive  meeting  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  which 
we  publish  on  p.  348,  will  therefore  be  read  with  no  little  astonish- 
ment. The  matters  referred  to  relate  to  the  sale  of  Anti-Gas  Oint- 
ment No.  2,  the  Board  of  Trade's  Committee  on  Retail  Trade,  and 
the  medicine-stamp  duty  proposals.   All  three  are  likely  to  have 
far-reaching  effects  on  pharmaceutical  trading,  and  the  sooner  the 
various  bodies  charged  with  protecting  those  who  carry  on  the 
business  of  chemists  and  druggists  adopt  a  stronger  policy  in  these 
matters  the  better  for  everyone  in  the  drug  trade.   So  recently  as 
March  1941,  the  Ministry  of  Home  Security  invited  the  collabora- 
tion of  pharmacists  in  what  has  popularly  become  known  as  the 
"bucket  and  pole"  scheme  for  making  bleach  cream  available  at 
their  pharmacies  in  the  event  of  the  enemy  using  blister  gas.  The 
Minister's  letter  (see  C.       D.,  March  8,  p.  145)  stated:  "It  has 
been  decided  to  ask  pharmacists  to  co-operate  because  they  possess 
the  necessary  technical  skill  for  making  the  cream,  and  their  phar- 
macies are  well  spread  over  all  populous  areas";    further,  that 
pharmacists  be  "asked  to  perform  this  service  without  payment,  as 
part  of  their  contribution  to  the  national  effort."  Needless  to  say, 
pharmacists  wholeheartedly  agreed  to  do  all  that  was  asked  and, 
at  the  recent  Branch  Representatives'  meeting  in  London,  an 
extension  to  the  scheme  was  suggested.  The  same  letter  from  the 
Ministry  stated  that  Anti-Gas  Ointment  No.  2  (chloramine-T) 
was  available  for  commercial  sale  at  controlled  prices  from  certain 
manufacturers,  and  the  hope  was  expressed  that  pharmacists  would 
stock  the  ointment,  though  it  was  not  to  be  expected  that  more 
than  a  limited  proportion  of  the  public  would  be  able  to  buy  their 
own  supplies.    In  view  of  the  Minister's  statements  and  the  fact 
that  the  business  of  the  manufacturers  concerned  is  predomin- 
antly with  pharmacists  so  far  as  retail  trade  is  concerned,  it  is 
unreasonable  that  this  Anti-Gas  Ointment  should  now  be  sold — as  it 
is — through  other  than  drug  trade  channels.    The  N.P.U.  sent  a 
letter  of  protest  to  the  Ministry,  whose  reply  can  only  be  regarded 
as  most  unsatisfactory.    If  supplies  are  short,  that  is  good  reason 
for  distributing  what  is  available  through  the  recognised  suppliers 
of  medicinal  preparations,  while  all  the  contentions  put  forward 
in  regard  to  bleach  cream  apply  with  equal  force  in  regard  to  the 
ointment.   There  appears  to  be  no  excuse  for  selling  the  ointment 
through  all  and  sundry,  and  the  N.P.U.  should  not  let  the  matter 
rest  as  it  now  is.   If  one  Government  department  permits  the  sale 
of  medicaments  through  unqualified  traders,  the  action  of  any 
other  department  is  likely  to  be  influenced  by  the  precedent,  and 
by  interests  inimical  to  pharmacy  who  may  be  concerned  with  the 
forthcoming  legislation  in  the  control  of  the  sale  of  medicines.  As 
regards  the  committee  set  up  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  examine  the  present  position  of  the  retail  trade  and  its 
post-war  problems,   the  N.P.U.   Executive   "resolved   that  the 
secretary  be  given  authority  to  use  his  discretion  regarding  the 
inclusion  of  pharmacy  in  the  inquiry  to  be  instituted  by  this  Com- 
mittee."   The  decision  is  an  unusual  one,  and  in  the  absence  of 
details  of  the  discussion  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  it  was 
arrived  at.    The  official  Committee  is  of  somewhat  surprising  con- 
stitution, and,  according  to  the  designations  issued  with  the  list  of 
names,  only  one  member  is  indicated  as  being  associated  with  an 
actual  trading  concern,  and  that  is  as  a  director  of  a  large  organisa- 
tion of  company  chemists.    As  we  have  previously  pointed  out 
(C.  &  D.,  May  24,  p.  315),  the  Committee's  terms  of  reference  are 
intentionally  wide,  but  this  would  seem  an  added  reason  for  the 
N.P.U.  presenting  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  drug  trade.  Many 
matters  could  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee,  not  the 
least  important  of  which  is  the  present  overlapping  in  retail  trade. 
Pharmacy,  whether  regarded  as  a  profession  or  as  a  technical  retail 
business,  suffers  more  than  others  in  this  respect,  and  it  would  be 
well  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  true  state  of 
affairs  in  no  uncertain  manner.    As  was  mentioned  earlier,  this 
problem  is  fundamental,  and  unless  pharmacy  is  to  cease  to  exist  as 
we  know  it  today  a  way  must  be  found  to  regulate  such  matters. 
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CONTROL  OF  MOSQUITO  NUISANCES 


Measures  for  the  control  of  nuisances  caused  by  mosquitoes  in 
Great  Britain  are  described  in  a  memorandum  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  (Memo.  238  Med.,  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  6d.). 

The  only  species  of  anopheline  of  importance  in  the  spread  of 
malaria  in  England  is  A  .  niaculipennis,  because  the  adults  habitually 
live  in  close  association  with  man.  Because  this  species  is  present 
in  small  or  large  numbers  throughout  the  country,  there  is  always 
a  danger  that  fresh  cases  of  malaria  may  occur  if  an  infective  person 
comes  into  such  an  area  and  is  exposed  to  their  bites.  It  is  only 
during  the  summer  that  temperature  conditions  allow  of  the  com- 
pletion of  the  parasitic  cycle  in  the  mosquito,  about  15-20  days  in 
England.  The  condition  of  favourable  temperature  and  humidity 
occur  most  commonly  along  the  southern  and  south-eastern  parts 
of  England,  usually  on  the  coasts,  and  this  is  where  locally  con- 
tracted cases  of  malaria  have  been  most  commonly  recorded. 
There  are  twenty-nine  species  of  mosquito  recorded  from  the  British 
Isles.  If  anti-mosquito  measures  are  to  be  carried  out  effectively  and 
economically  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  (i)  the 
species  of  mosquito  responsible  for  the  nuisance  or  danger  to  health, 
and  (ii)  the  habits  of  the  insect  concerned. 

It  is  essential  that  the  species  of  mosquito  should  be  determined, 
and  specimens  are  identified  free  of  charge  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health's  Malaria  Laboratory,  Horton  Hospital,  Epsom,  or  by  the 
Entomological  Department,  British  Museum,  Cromwell  Road, 
London,  S.W.7.  While  the  nuisance  caused  by  certain  species  may 
be  diminished  by  measures  directed  against  them  in  the  adult  stage, 
the  most  satisfactory  results  can  be  obtained  only  by  attacks  upon 
the  breeding  places  of  the  insects.  Wherever  such  more  permanent 
measures  cannot  be  undertaken  the  insects  may  be  attacked  by 
the  use  of  larvicides  of  various  kinds.  To  obtain  the  optimum  effect 
the  larvicides  should  be  applied  at  the  proper  season  of  the  year. 

Insecticides  and  Repellents. — It  is  only  in  the  case  of  those 
species  of  mosquito  which  tend  to  congregate  in  large  numbers 
inside  buildings  at  certain  seasons  that  destructive  measures  of 
this  nature  are  likely  to  have  any  appreciable  effect  upon  the  preva- 
lence of  these  insects.  In  places  like  cellars,  cattle-sheds,  etc.,  where 
there  are  few  things  which  can  be  damaged  by  their  use,  one  may 
employ  spraying  mixtures  consisting  of  either  2-5  per  cent,  solution 
of  carbon  tetrachloride  in  kerosene  oil  or  5  per  cent,  aqueous  solu- 
tion of  cresol  disinfectant.  The  best  results  are  obtained,  however, 
with  mixtures  containing  pyrethrum.  Pyrethrum-kerosene  larvicide 
can  be  also  used.  With  the  concentrated  extracts  of  pyrethrum  on 
the  market  it  is  possible  to  make  up  a  cheaper  and  equally  effective 
insecticide  in  large  quantities  by  mixing  these  with  kerosene  oil. 
The  resultant  mixture  should  contain  at  least  100  to  120  mgm. 
pyrethrin  per  100  c.c,  which  is  equivalent  to  about  i  lb.  good 
quality  pyrethrum  flowers  per  gallon  of  oil.  The  chief  constituted 
of  repellents  is  citronella  oil  and  the  following  are  useful  recipes : — 
(i)  Oil  of  citronella  2;  spirit  of  camphor  i;  cedarwood  oil  i; 
white  petroleum  jelly  8.  (2)  Oil  of  citronella  3  ;  liquid  paraffin  2  ; 
coconut  oil  4.  Mix  and  add  carbolic  acid  to  make  i  per  cent. 

Measures  against  the  immature  stages  of  mosquitoes  may  be 
divided  into  (a)  those  which  aim  at  the  prevention  of  the  formation 
of  breeding  places  and  their  abolition  should  they  be  formed ;  (b) 
those  aimed  at  making  water  collections  unsuitable  for  the  breeding 
and  survival  of  larvae ;  and  (c)  those  aimed  at  the  direct  destruction 
of  larvae  and  pupte. 

Larvicidal  Agents. — The  permanent  abolition  of  breeding 
grounds  is  the  ideal  to  be  aimed  at  in  all  anti-mosquito  measures. 
Methods  involve  the  use  of  agents  that  kill  the  larvae  and  pupae 
rapidly.  Oiling. — A  film  of  oil  upon  the  surface  of  the  water  not 
only  tends  to  prevent  the  larvse  from  reaching  the  surface  of  air, 
but  also  blocks  their  breathing  tubes,  so  killing  them.  Kerosene  oil 
may  be  used  to  kill  larvae  but,  as  it  evaporates  away  very  quickly 
and  is  expensive  to  use  on  a  large  scale,  it  is  usually  mixed  with 
some  heavier  oil.  A  good  preparation  consists  of  a  mixture  of  one 
part  of  crude  heavy  oil  to  four  parts  of  kerosene.  If  to  this  mixture 
is  added  about  o-i  to  0-2  per  cent,  castor  oil,  its  spreading  power 
is  increased  enormously.  Some  workers  say  the  toxic  properties  of 
the  oil  are  increased  by  the  addition  of  about  i  per  cent,  cresol  to 
this  mixture.  The  amount  needed  is  about  ^  oz.  per  square  yard,  or 
15  gallons  to  an  acre.  Waste  crank-case  oil  from  motors  can  also 
be  used  instead  of  crude  oil.  It  should  be  mixed  with  10-20  per 
cent,  kerosene  and  1-2  per  cent,  castor  oil  added.  The  waste  oil 
should  be  well  strained  before  use,  otherwise,  if  used  in  a  sprayer, 
the  impurities  are  liable  to  block  the  nozzle  of  the  spray.  The 
rapidity  of  the  killing  action  of  the  oil  can  be  increased  by  adding 
I  per  cent,  of  cresol.  Liquid  Larvicides. — The  soluble  larvicides 
commonly  used  depend  for  their  action  upon  a  content  of  some  of 
the  phenol  derivatives  such  as  cresol,  crude  carbolic  acid,  etc. 


Some  of  the  ordinary  standardised  disinfectant  fluids  (containi 
about  20  per  cent,  of  phenols),  of  which  there  are  many  proprieta 
brands  on  the  market,  are  mainly  employed.  Before  applying  t 
larvicide  the  volume  of  water  in  the  pool  should  be  calculated,  a 
sufficient  disinfectant  distributed  to  make  a  strength  of  abo 
1-30,000.  In  such  strengths  the  larvicide  is  innocuous  to  man  a 
domestic  animals  but  will  kill  fish  and  vegetation.  Poisono 
Dusts. — Paris  green  is  largely  used  in  the  tropics  for  the  destruct 
of  anopheline  larva?.  The  powder  is  distributed  upon  the  surfa 
of  the  water  where  it  is  swallowed  by  the  larvae,  which  are  poison 
by  it.  It  does  not  kill  pupae,  and,  as  ordinarily  used,  is  not  effecti 
against  culicines,  but  only  against  anopheline  larvae.  The  powder 
mixed  with  some  inert  dust,  such  as  powdered  soapstone,  slak 
lime,  etc.,  so  that  it  can  be  spread  upon  the  surface  of  the  water 
a  fine  layer.  It  is  very  useful  where  the  breeding  places  have  mu' 
vegetation  which  it  is  impossible  to  remove  for  some  reason.  Wb 
large  areas,  such  as  marshes,  have  to  be  treated  the  larvicide 
usually  distributed  by  means  of  a  special  mechanical  blower 
dust  mixtures  containing  2  to  5  per  cent.  Paris  green.  For  sm; 
and  narrow  areas  a  i  per  cent,  mixture  in  fine  dry  road  dust 
sand,  can  be  thrown  by  hand.  The  amount  of  Paris  green  need' 
is  about  A-lb.  per  acre.  The  treatment  needs  to  be  repeated  at  lea 
once  every  two  weeks  during  the  breeding  season.  Pyretkrui 
kerosene  Larvicide. — Work  in  the  United  States  has  shown  th 
the  killing  power  of  oil  can  be  greatly  increased  if  an  extract 
pyrethrum  be  added  to  it.  The  larvicide  recommended  consists  , 
a  pyrethrum-kerosene-oil-soap  emulsion,  which  is  diluted  ten  tim 
with  water  before  use.  This  larvicide  is  said  to  be  harmless 
fish,  waterfowl  and  plant  life,  and  to  have  been  used  successful 
at  sewage-disposal  works,  and  in  bathing  pools.  The  concentrati 
stock  emulsion  consists  of  light  fuel  oil  95,  concentrated  pyrethru 
extract  (containing  2\  gm.  pyrethrins  per  100  c.c.)  5,  coconut-oi 
potash  liquid  soap  5,  water  45.  It  is  effective  in  water  of  salinit 
not  over  5  per  cent.  It  is  employed  by  spraying,  usually  in  amoun 
equivalent  to  1^—2  gallons  of  the  stock  emulsion  per  acre,  but  as 
does  not  spread  well  where  there  is  much  vegetation  or  floatir 
debris,  as  much  as  6  gallons  may  be  needed  to  produce  a  hig 
degree  of  efficiency. 

PURCHASE  TAX  DECISIONS 

The  following  decisions  regarding  the  liabihty  of  certain  articl 
to  purchase  tax  have  been  published  as  supplementary  to  tho; 
already  given  in  Notice  No.  78.  Class  i. — Surgical  Goods. —  A' 
chargeable  :  Supra-pubic  drainage  apparatus  ;  enuresis  appliance^ 
prolapsus  uteri  and  prolapsus  ani  supports,  provided  they  do  nc 
incorporate  corsets  or  corset  belts  ;  surgical  elastic  stockings  ;  fing( 
stalls  of  the  kinds  sold  for  the  protection  of  injured  fingers ;  trusse 
(spring  or  elastic  band  type) ;  stump  socks ;  spinal  jackets :  foe 
arch  supports;  wrist  and  ankle  supports;  pneumonia  jacket; 
colostomy  cups,  bags,  plates  and  shields,  sold  separately.  There 
no  general  exemption  in  respect  of  garments,  footwear,  gloves  c 
other  taxable  articles  of  clothing  on  the  ground  that  they  are  mad 
or  adapted  for  medical  purposes.  For  example,  tax  is  chargeabl 
(subject  to  the  exceptions  mentioned  below)  on  all  corsets  and  corse 
belts  whether  or  not  fitted  with  pads,  cups,  plates,  discs,  etc.  (liabl 
under  Class  i  (a)  ),  and  on  expanding  braces,  shoulder  supports  an 
suspensory  bandages  (liable  under  Class  i  {b)).  Chargeable :  Th 
following,  unless  supplied  to  the  specific  order  of  a  medical  prac 
titioner  by  reference  to  the  needs  of  a  particular  patient :  Surgic; 
footwear,  abdominal  belts  fitted  with  surgical  pads,  cups,  chuteJ 
discs  or  plates,  specially  designed  for  use  in  cases  of  hernia,  enteroptc 
sis,  or  moveable  or  floating  kidney,  or  for  post-operative  wear ;  an' 
belts  designed  solely  for  use  in  cases  of  sacro-iliac  disease.  Th^ 
doctor's  order  should  state  the  patient's  name  and  address  and  giv^ 
particulars  of  the  patient's  infirmity  and  the  type  of  article  requirec, 
to  show  clearly  that  the  conditions  governing  relief  from  tax  ar 
satisfied.  Traders  selling  such  goods  free  of  tax  under  this  concessio 
must  be  in  a  position  to  show  that  the  above  conditions  have  bee 
complied  with,  i.e.  to  produce  a  specific  order  in  respect  of  eac 
separate  transaction  (including  "repeat"  orders),  except  thai 
(i)  in  the  case  of  articles  supplied  to  a  hospital,  the  order  may  h 
signed  by  the  matron  or  other  responsible  member  of  the  hospitaj 
staff,  provided  it  shows  that  it  has  been  issued  under  the  direction 
of  a  doctor ;  and  (ii)  in  the  case  of  articles  supplied  to  Governmen 
Departments  or  to  approved  societies  under  the  National  Healtl: 
Insurance  regulations,  a  certified  copy  of  the  doctor's  order  wil 
be  accepted.  Unless  this  procedure  is  fully  observed,  the  good' 
must  be  charged  with  tax.  Class  18. —  Chargeable  :  Ail  solutions,  oil 
and  sachets  (including  the  exothermic  type)  specially  prepared  foi 
use  in  the  process  of  permanent  waving. 
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OILS  IN  THE  TREATMENT  OF  BURNS 


lONOGRAPH  on  the  physical  chemistry  of  oils  in  the  treatment  of 
ns  appeared  in  the  "Lancet"  (March  15,  p.  341).  The  authors, 
'  yton,  Howard,  and  Thomson,  recall  that  the  tannic-acid  treat- 
it  was  introduced  to  permit  sealing  off  of  burned  areas  by 
gulation  of  serous  effusion,  and  to  stop  dangerous  loss  of  serum, 
itinuous  immersion  in  saline  baths  would  be  likely  to  cause 
reased  loss  of  serum  rather  than  the  reverse,  so  that  when  the 
ned  surface  is  large  the  method  would  seem  to  be  contra- 
icated,  at  any  rate  until  serous  effusion  has  ceased.

molecule.  A  further  fundamental  observation  was  the  formation 
of  insoluble  material  when  liquid  soluble  fatty  unsaturated  com- 
pounds were  confined  in  the  subcutaneous  tissues  of  guinea-pigs. 
Evidence  points  to  the  value  of  the  unsaturated  components  in  oils, 
but  it  must  be  recognised  that  these  components  lead  to  develop- 
ment of  rancidity,  though  it  should  be  possible  to  incorporate  an 
antioxidant,  preferably  phenolic  in  character,  to  decrease  rancidity. 
Investigation  is  needed  to  decide  whether  an  emulsion  is  required  ; 
if  so,  it  must  obviously  be  of  the  water-in-oil  type.  In  a  water-in-oil 
emulsion  a  bulk  oil  phase  is  presented  to  the  serum  and  yet  the 
dispersed  water  globules  can  carry  any  desired  water-soluble  agent. 
Carron  oil,  an  emulsion  of  about  equal  parts  of  linseed  oil  and 
lime-water,  presents  bulk  oil,  and,  assuming  double  permeability  of 
the  resulting  interfacial  membrane,  allows  diffusion  of  calcium  ions 
from  the  lime-water ;  that  calcium  ions  profoundly  influence  per- 
meability of  the  interfacial  membrane  is  well  known. 

Oils  Compared  with  Tannic  Acid. — In  an  endeavour  to  obtain 
confirmation  of  the  physico-chemical  hypotheses,  experiments  were 
carried  out  on  rabbits  and  guinea-pigs.  Steam  burns  were  treated 
with  :  (i)  Tannic-acid  jelly  ;  (2)  cod  liver  oil ;  (3)  control  (untreated)  ; 
(4)  coeffectol  (i  per  cent.)  in  cod  liver  oil;  (5)  carron  oil.  After 
fourteen  days'  treatment  all  scabs  had  fallen  off  except  on  the  burn 
treated  with  tannic  acid  and  the  untreated  control.  At  the  end  of 
twenty-one  days  the  scab  came  off  the  lesion  treated  with  tannic 
acid,  but  the  control  scab  remained.  Hair  was  seen  to  be  growing 
on  the  site  of  the  lesion  treated  with  carron  oil  and  it  seemed  com- 
pletely healed.  The  carron  oil  appeared  to  give  the  best  result. 
The  results  of  these  and  other  experiments  show  that  healing  is  more 
readily  promoted  when  burns  are  treated  with  carron  or  cod  liver 
oil  than  when  treated  with  tannic  acid.  Since  the  carron  oil  was  free 
from  added  germicidal  agent,  cod  liver  oil  may  not  require  addition 
of  a  halogenated  compound,  except  perhaps  for  septic  burns. 

Cod  Liver  Oil  as  a  Dressing. — Steel  ("  Journal  of  the  Industrial 
Welfare  Society")  records  that  he  has  been  using  cod  liver  oil  "on 
every  reasonable  occasion"  in  the  treatment  of  burns  and  wounds. 
He  recommends  that  only  a  medicinal  oil  should  be  used  as  a  dressing 
and  this  should  be  pure,  sweet  and  fresh,  just  as  it  exists  in  the  liver 
of  the  live  fish.  The  author  endeavoured  to  employ  cod  liver  oil  on 
one  side  of  bilateral  cases,  using  the  other  side  as  a  control  with 
other  dressings.  Results  were  checked  by  photography  and  clinical 
observation,  and,  as  the  results  with  pure  cod  liver  oil  were  satis- 
factory, extension  into  other  fields  was  made.  Burns  and  scalds  were 
the  first  lesions  treated,  controls  of  picric  and  tannic  acids  being  used. 
The  oil  gave  instant  relief  of  pain,  permitted  easy  dressing,  caused  a 
minimum  of  pain  in  re-dressing,  and  resulted  in  rapid  granulation 
and  healing,  with  elimination  of  scar  tissue  to  the  ultimate  degree, 
and  the  added  advantage  of  continuous  mobility.  The  author  was 
convinced  that  pain  and  the  consequent  psychological  trauma  have 
much  to  do  with  initial  shock,  and  that  any  dressing  that  reduces 
or  eliminates  the  pain  is  of  great  value.  The  method  of  dressing 
does  not  entail  wound  toilet  in  any  but  the  worst  cases,  and  then  a 
minimum.  The  administrator  had  to  be  prepared  to  see  the  dressings 
come  off  with  what  looks  like  pure  pus  covering  them,  and  laboratory 
investigations  revealed  pus  cells  and  leucocytes  in  the  exudate,  but 
the  inhibitory  action  of  the  oil  quickly  reduced  the  pus,  and  below 
were  seen  the  healthy  granulations.  The  oil  could  be  poured  on  the 
wound  and  a  covering  applied  ;  as  long  as  the  dressing  was  kept 
moist  with  oil  there  was  little  need  to  remove  it,  but  changing  it 
each  day  was  less  painful  than  with  most  other  dressings.  Tannic 
acid,  acriflavine  and  the  dyes  had  been  proved  to  have  a  bacteriocidal 
effect,  and  to  render  the  outer  surface  of  the  wound  sterile,  but  cod 
liver  oil  only  inhibited  the  growth.  His  experience  of  pure  cod  liver 
oil  as  a  dressing  was  that  it  had  a  marked  healing  effect  on  specialised 
tissues  that  more  than  compensated  for  the  scent,  the  almost  pus-like 
exudate,  and  the  exuberant  granulations.  In  addition,  it  %howed 
less  scar  formation  than  any  other  dressing.  Burns  of  the  conjuctiva 
had  also  been  successfully  treated  with  oil,  while  oil  dressings  to  the 
lips  and  face,  oil  gargles  for  the  mucosa  of  the  mouth,  and  dosages 
to  the  limit  of  tolerance  for  the  intestinal  tract,  had  saved  a  number 
of  cases  brought  in  in  very  bad  shape. 


Vitamins  A  and  D  in  Dripping. — Tests  on  samples  of  beef 
dripping  bought  at  small  shops  have  been  made  ("  Lancet,"  March  8, 
p.  311)  for  vitamin  A  by  Goodwin  and  Morton  and  for  vitamin  D 
by  Henry  and  Kon.  The  vitamin  A  tests  were  themical,  and  carried 
out  on  nine  samples.  Biological  tests  for  vitamin  D  were  carried  out 
on  four  samples.  The  findings  were  that  the  vitamin  A  content  of 
dripping  was  not  more  than  one  international  unit  per  gram. 
Vitamin  D  was  present  in  the  proportion  of  o-23-o-44  international 
unit  per  gram  and  was  of  the  same  order  as  for  summer  butter. 
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Spot  quotations  recorded  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  represent  the  prices  for  wholesale  quantities  i 
standard  quality.  C.i.f.  quotations  do  not  include  marine  war  risk  insurance  and  other  abnormal  charges  payable  in  the  present  emergen

Business  in  the  London  drug  markets  is  perhaps  a  shade  better  than 
last  week,  as  a  fair  amount  of  inquiry  has  been  received  from  the  con- 
suming trades.  The  general  tendency  in  a  considerable  number  of  items 
seems  to  be  towards  firmer  prices,  probably  as  a  result  of  continued  deple- 
tion of  stocks  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  replacements  promptly.  The 
country's  present  and  future  requirements  of  vegetable  drugs  are  the 
subject  of  an  interim  report  presented  by  a  Committee  recently  appointed 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  (see  p.  349  and  Editorial  comment,  p.  351).  The 
Committee  considers  that  production  in  the  United  Kingdom  should  be 
concentrated  on  certain  drugs,  and  announces  that  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  regular  growers  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  extend  areas 
under  cultivation  of  certain  important  drugs.  The  r^.any  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  realising  the  Committee's  recommendations  are  well  known 
to  the  market,  and  something  more  tangible  than  "concentration  of  pro- 
duction" is  required  before  the  trade  will  be  convinced  that  home  sources 
of  the  drugs  mentioned  can  be  developed  within  a  reasonable  time.  In 
the  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  group,  business  has  been  fairly  satis- 
factory, but  of  no  great  volume.    Price  alterations  have  been  few. 

Crude  Drugs 

Business  in  these  markets  has  been  steady,  with  most  of  the  demand 
coming  from  the  consuming  trades.  Prices  of  nearly  all  products  are  firm. 
Buyers  of  Agar  for  ordinary  use  are  finding  difficulty  in  obtaining  their 
requirements,  owing  to  lack  of  supplies  available  for  this  purpose ;  for 
bacteriological  use,  however,  ample  supplies  appear  to  be  available. 
Supplies  of  new-crop  Curasao  Aloes  may  he  expected  in  the  near  futm'e. 
Producers  of  Antimony  have  advanced  tlieir  quotations  for  the  second 
time  within  a  month,  probably  as  a  result  of  higher  costs  of  production 
and  less  plentiful  supplies  of  ore.  Balsam  of  tolu  is  firmly  held.  Bombay 
Cardamoms  is  quoted  dearer  on  spot.  Some  offers  of  new-crop  Cascara 
SAGRADA  are  reported,  but  little  interest  is  being  shown.  A  good  consuming 
demand  is  noted  for  Colocynth,  but  spot  supplies  are  difficult  to  find. 
Ergot  is  firmer.  Quotations  for  Minas  Ipecacuanha  are  higher,  for  both 
spot  and  forward 'Positions.  Chinese  Menthol  continues  to  fetch  higher 
prices  on  account  of  the  shortness  of  supplies ;  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  this 
position  can  be  remedied,  as  shipments  from  source  are  likely  to  be  delayed. 
Peppers  are  steady,  but  Pimento  is  less  firm  than  of  late.  Prices  of 
Rhubarb  are  maintained.  Some  business  is  reported  done  in  new-crop 
Se.nega  ;  routine  spot  business  continues.  Shellac  is  dearer  for  shipment. 

Essential  Oils 

Business  in  these  products  has  been  on  a  moderate  scale,  with  values 
for  the  most  part  fully  steady.  Anise  (star)  is  firmer,  with  business 
reported  done  at  high  figures.  Bois  de  rose  is  steady,  with  limited  busi- 
ness passing.  Cassia  continues  scarce  and  firm.  Spot  prices  of  Cinnamon 
LEAF  tend  firmer.  Quotations  for  English-made  Clove  are  at  the  higher 
prices  recorded  recently.  Geranium  is  fully  steady  on  spot.  Grapefruit 
remains  in  steady  demand,  with  spot  supplies  limited.  Spot  values  of 
Lemongrass  are  firm.  Nutmeg  is  quoted  steady.  Palmaros.-v  is  firm, 
with  spot  quotations  nominal.  Chinese  Peppermint  continues  in  good 
demand,  but  small  interest  is  being  taken  in  Japanese.  Fully  steady 
conditions  obtain  for  Sassafras.
